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Town Hall 
Shows Age 
In Program 


Lowered temperatures and old 
buildings don’t mix, but the town 
will be conforming to problems 
created by the energy crisis and 
reducing temperatures. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin reported Monday night 
that suppliers had informed him 
the town would be receiving 
about 75 per cent of its fuel allot- 
ment this year, as far as Number 
Two fuel oil is concerned. 

The town hall, Memorial Hall 
library and the Bancroft school 
are using this particular fuel. 

Austin said that it is difficult to 
regulate such old buildings as 
town hall, where thermostats are 
being turned down to conserve 
fuel, but resulting in unequal 
temperatures throughout the 
building. 

For instance, in some offices, 
the temperature may be 68 or un- 
der, but the corridors would show 
readings in the 70’s. 

The library has some similar 

problems, but all public buildings 
are reducing temperatures to the 
68 level and to 60 in some cases 
after working hours. 
Austin said he is currently 
evaluating the amount of fuel 
used in the town hall, library and 
Bancroft the past two or three 
years to make a determination of 
how the scheduled reduction in 
supply will effect'the town. 

The 75 per cent of annual quota 
as stipulated by the contractor, is 
subject to change, the manager 
noted, thus the amount could be 
reduced even further, and he is 
making his evaluation of past 
needs to insure keeping the 
buildings warm this winter.

The selectmen intend to make 
a formal statement regarding 
regional planning at their next 
regular meeting. 

Andover’s involvement in 
regional planning has been the 
subject of debate and controver-

Budget considerations and 
major projects for 1974 are on the 
minds of selectmen and Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin as a 
Dec. 1 deadline nears for submis- 
sion of next year’s monetary es- 
timates. 

Monday night, the selectmen 
gave some guidelines to the 
manager and town department 
heads in a manner sounding quite 
familiar in recent years - austeri- 
ty. 

But, the board expressed con- 
siderable concern over the built- 


in $2 increase provided by the 
Essex County budget apportion- 
ment for Andover. Such action on 
the part of the county, which 
finds Andover paying con- 
siderably more in county taxes 
due to assessment ratios, makes 
efforts to keep within or relieve 
tax rate increases next year vir- 
tually impossible, most local of- 
ficials feel. 

Selectman Milton Greenberg, 
stated that the county expense 
was going to make things quite 
difficult and noted that many

Greenberg also commented 
that it was too soon to be judging

Selectman George E. Heseltine 
cautioned that there seemed to 
be no way the town can be 
presented with a _ hold-the-line 
budget in view of the $2 increase 
provided by the county costs.

Selectman Edmund Sullivan, 
Jr., agreed, stating that while he 
would like to see a budget which 
would not reflect any tax in- 
crease, he could not see how such 
was possible at this time.

Town Manager Austin reports 
that among the projects to be 
considered for presentation to 
town meeting in March will be 
abolishing the sewer treatment 
plant in Ballardvale, a major 
drainage project for intown An- 
dover and providing proper and 
adequate cover for the aban- 
doned landfill site on Chandler 
road. 

The Ballardvale treatment 
plant must be shut down soon, 
since it is leading to pollution in 
the Shawsheen river. It will be a 
costly operation. 

The drainage project involves 
that annual expenditure for a 
continuing program according to 
the town’s master plan. In past

The Fall Of The Pemberton 


The Great Chicago Fire, the 
San Francisco Earthquake and 
Boston’s Coconut Grove Fire are 
all familiar holocausts in 
American history. But another 
event of the era that also stunned 
the nation - - the fall and burning 
of Lawrence’s Pemberton Mill - - 
is largely forgotten in the coun- 
try’s annals. 

The re-telling of this event will 
be the subject of a lecture, ‘“The 
Fall of the Pemberton Mill,” to 
be given Monday, Nov. 19 at 7:30 
p.m. at the Lawrence Public 
Library auditorium. Clarisse 
Poirier, coordinator of the 19th 
century Lawrence exhibit now on 
display at the library, will 
deliver the hour-long lecture. 

According to Ms. Poirier, the 
collapse of the five-story textile 
building was the single most 
traumatic happening in the city’s 
first 100 years. An estimated 88 
persons were crushed or burned 
to death, with another 375 in- 
jured.

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“The tragic part was that it 
happened just before closing 
time on a biting cold January 10, 
1860," noted Ms. Poirier. ‘‘At 
4:45 p.m. the plant collapsed with 
a roar and in less than a minute 
was reduced to a mass of crushed 
steel and brick.” 

Five hours later the remains 
burst into flames, killing those 
who remained trapped in the 
wreckage. 

According to Ms. Poirier, in- 
vestigations showed the cause of 
the collapse to be a structural 
defect. The Pemberton was 84 
feet wide - twice the width of ex- 
isting mill buildings - and 284 feet 
long. Its extended width called 
for large window areas, which 
limited support by exterior 
walls. The pressures exerted by 
the massive equipment centered 
on two rows of iron pillars that 
ran through the middle of the 
building. Eventually serious 
defects in key pillars caused 
them to give way, bringing down 
the building with them. 

The incident was covered by 
the national news media. Frank

Boston’s Evening Gazette of Jan. 
14 ran a front-page spread and il- 
lustrations. Newswires also 
carried the story across the coun- 
try. 

‘‘A sympathetic nation and 
Lawrence community responded 
with $65,834 to assist survivors,”’ 
Ms. Poirier noted. ‘“‘A generous 
donation came from San Fran- 
cisco, which in turn received aid 
from Lawrence following the 
1906 earthquake.” 

The lecture on the Pember- 
ton’s fall is the fourth in a series 
given in conjunction with the 
library exhibit. Final lectures on 
the history of the Lawrence 
Public Library and the gilded age 
in Lawrence will be given on 
Nov. 26. 

The lectures and exhibit are 
sponsored by the library, the 
Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum and Boston University. 
Financial assistance has been 
provided by the National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities.

years $100,000 has been ap- 
propriated annually to provide 
drainage improvements in 
various sections of town, mostly 
in outlying areas or new 
developments. 

Now, the manager feels some 
attention should be given to in- 
town areas, such as Chestnut 
street, and decisions will be 
made prior to town meeting as to 
whether this should receive 
priority. 

As for the landfill site, aban- 
doned a year ago on state orders, 
the area must be topped off ac- 
cording to regulation. 

The manager estimates that 
cost of such a project will be in 
the vicinity of $100,000-$150,000. 

Both the manager and the 
selectmen feel that this item 
should be a regular warrant item 
for consideration by the town to 
determine if they wish to bear 
this expense next year. It must 
be done in order to adequately 
finish off the former dump site. 

At town meeting in 1974, there 
will be some changes in presenta- 
tion of items, with a few new ac- 
counts appearing in the budget, 
rather than in special articles. 

Austin informed the selectmen 
Monday night that some items 
rightly belonged in the budget 
area and in specific departments. 

The Greater Lawrence 
Sanitary District appropriation, 
a special item in the past, will 
now become part of the budget 

consideration. The project is a 
regional one and Andover’s share 
of the costs will be contained 
within the public works ap- 
propriation request. 

Chapter 90 funds will continue 
to be appropriated under a 
special article. A new formula 
under consideration by the state 
will necessitate such action, 
since, if approved, no county 
funds will be involved. The town 
will henceforth pay one-quarter 
of the costs and the state 75 per 
cent. 

New equipment, not requiring 
bond issues, will be inserted 
within the departmental budget 
as will major maintenance and 
repair items. 

The reserve fund and the 
money to be applied from it 
toward reducing the tax rate, 
will also be placed in the general 
budget consideration, rather than 
in the special articles. 

An item concerning the conser- 
vation commission will probably 
be placed in a special article. 
Buildings in Carmel Woods, sub- 
ject to vandalism in recent 
years, will be demolished and an 
article seeking $2,500 will be 
placed in the warrant, rather 
than the commission budget.

superintendents to talk about 
ways they might cope with a fuel 
crisis this winter. Other regional 
meetings will be conducted 


simultaneously around the state, 
and Dr. Seifert said he expected 
a decision on what to do would be 
forthcoming from the state level 
within the next few weeks. He 
said he doubted if there would be 
many local options. 

The commissioner had 
previously mentioned extending 
Christmas and winter vacations 
and staying in school longer in 
the spring, or cutting back to a 
four-day school week with longer 
days, as possible solutions. 

In accordance with the new 
after-school policy here, ther- 
mostats will be turned down to 60 
degrees in all school buildings at 
1 p.m., and will remain there un- 
til 7 a.m. on school days, and all 
day on Saturdays and Sundays. 

All regularly scheduled after- 
school activities will be con- 
solidated at West Jr. High and 
the High School on Mondays; 
West Jr. High and East Jr. High 
on Tuesdays, and West Jr. High 
only on Wednesdays and 
Thursdays. Alternative facilities 
will be considered only in in- 
stances where a special facility 
is required for the event. 

No new rentals will be 
accepted at the present time. 

The gymnasiums will be used 
as broadly as possible within the 
above guidelines. In some cases, 
minor time adjustments may be 
made in the interest of consolida- 
tion. Lights will be on only in the 
gym and at the entries from out- 
side gym doors. 

By next Monday, all 
organizations using school 
facilities after school will be 
notified of these changes, Dr. 
Seifert said. In addition, Ban- 
croft School will be closed for all 
after school activities because it 
uses No. 2 oil, which is the least 
available. 
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Compact conglomerations of 
frozen gas and dust traveling in 
great elliptical orbits. about the 
sun, comets are thought to be 
scraps left over from the cosmic 
construction job that created the 
solar system. 

As comets near the sun, solar 
radiation causes their ice to 
return to its gaseous state. The 
particles mixed in the icy matrix 
stream out in space and shine by 
reflected sunlight. 

Normally the tails of comets 
point away from the sun. Tail for- 
mation is usually most striking 
after perihelion, since more dust 
particles are released as the 
result of more ice vaporizing. 

Although astronomers speak of 
comet’s ‘rapid motion,’’ most 
casual observers will not see any 
movement, except over several 
successive nights. Usually com- 
ets, even those with the longest 
and brightest tails, appear as 
filmy white feathers floating 
against a background of stars. 

New calculations of the orbit 
for Comet Kohoutek indicate the

Martial Arts 
Demonstration 


On Sunday 


George E. Mattson, inter- 
nationally known teacher of the 
martial arts, author of the best- 
selling book The Way Of Karate, 
founder and headmaster of the 
Mattson Academy Of Karate in 
Boston will appear at Andover’s 
East Junior High School 
auditorium on Sunday afternoon, 
Nov. 18, at 2 p.m. as host of a free 
Martial Arts Demonstration. 

This will be the first time in the 
area that the public will be able 
to see an actual performance of 
the martial arts - many kept 
secret til now - by a specially- 
trained 15-member Demonstra- 
tion Team which has already 
appeared before capacity 
audiences in such places as 
Boston’s. Prudential Center, 
Government Center, John Han- 
cock Hall and Chinatown. 

The Mattson Academy of 
Karate Demonstration Team 
was originally organized because 
of the many public misconcep- 
tions which have accompanied 
the sudden popularity of the mar- 
tial arts due to the film and 
television media’s exploitation of 
violence. Mr. Mattson has long 
been critical of the media’s pre- 
occupation with the physical. 
With over 15 years of teaching, 
lecturing and practicing the mar- 
tial arts, he has always insisted 
that the ‘‘mind”’ aspect, which he 
feels has all but been ignored, is 
equally as important. 

This mind-body discipline and 
coordination will be the purpose 
of Sunday’s demonstration in 
order to show the public what 
karate really is. The Mattson 
Academy Demonstration Team 
will include the various kata, 
kumite, self-defense techniques 
and free-style sparring of Uechi- 
ryu Karate-Do and other martial 
arts such as Kung-Fu, which has 
been popularized by television, in 
its forty-five minute program. 
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space visitor will come after 
Christmas, probably in mid- 
January. 

According to Dr. Brian 
Marsden of the Smithsonian 
Astrophysical Observatory, re- 
cent observations of the comet 


show it remains on schedule to 
reach perihelion, or closest ap- 
proach to the sun, Dec. 28. 

The comet’s greatest brilliance 
and tail length should follow the 
perihelion pass by one or two 
weeks. At that time, Kohoutek 
could be brighter than any star 
and display a tail some 10 to 30 
degree long. 

Amateur astronomers without 
telescopes will probably see lit- 
tle of Kohoutek until early 
December, however. 

Photographs taken in late 
September by Japanese comet- 
hunter Tsutomu Seki - the first 
man to observe Kohoutek’s 
reappearance in the morning sky- 
show the comet to be tail-less and 
far below naked-eye visibility. 

Although still nothing more 
than a tiny whitish blob on the 
eastern horizon at dawn, obser- 
vable only through large 
telescopes, Comet Kohoutek has 
the potential for becoming one of 
the most striking astronomical 
sight of the century. 

When discovered last March 7 
by the Czech-born astronomer 
Lubos Kohoutek, the comet was 
400 million miles from earth. Its 
observation nine months away 
from perihelion means it must be 
an object of exceptional size. 

The extraordinary advance 
notice provided by the comet also 
has allowed astronomers and 
space scientists to prepare an in- 
tensive comet observing 
program. In addition to the 
thousands of professional 
astronomers watching the.comet 
from the ground, a host of ex- 
periments will be conducted in 
space, including possible obser- 
vations by the third crew of 
Skylab astronauts. 

For amateur astronomers with 
limited equipment, Kohoutek 
will remain a difficult object un- 
til at least late November. At 
that time, the comet should 
appear as a fuzzy spot of light 
low in the southeast at dawn. In 
urban or seacoast areas, the 
comet may be lost in haze or 
ground lights. 

During the week before Christ-

Beacon Hill Observations

Massachusetts’ just-passed 
Right to Privacy law may bear 
some strange and unexpected 
fruits. 

The measure tries to put a han- 
dle on something never really 
defined in the Commonwealth 
before: a person’s ‘‘right to be let 
alone.’’ It was signed late last 
month by Governor Sargent and 
will go into effect Jan. 21. 

Somerville Democrat Marie 
Howe introduced it to curb 
abuses of credit companies, who 
call up people in the middle of the 
night to demand money. 

But the law’s provision that 
someone has the right to sue for 
“unreasonable, substantial or 
serious interference’ with his 
privacy poses unthoughtof 
threats to the press. 

State Sen. John J. Conte, a 
Worcester Democrat and chair- 
man of the Judiciary Committee 
which approved the measure, 
notes that a Right of Privacy act

exists in most states. 

He repeats that it’s not aimed 
at the press, but concedes that it 
could curb newspaper and other 
media accounts. 

A Judiciary Committee staffer 
agrees that the law could block a 
newspaper’s freedom to publish 
background on an individual, 
even if the background is ac- 
curately reported. 

“Say you had information that 
someone is a homosexual, or that 
he’s a Communist,’”’ the staffer 
says. ‘‘Even if this is true, if you 
print it the new law lets the per- 
son bring suit against your 
newspaper.” 

Over the past few years, libel 
and slander laws have been eased 
to the point where actual malice 
on the media’s part must be prov- 
ed before someone can recover 


- damages. And a public official 


can’t - - in effect - - sue for libel 
or slander at all, under the theory 
that the benefits of free discus- 
sion of candidates for office out- 
weighs the excesses of some 
journalists. 

But the Right of Privacy law is 
a different story. If someone 
mentioned in a newspaper article 
can’t sue for libel, he might 
decide to seek relief under the 
new measure’s provisions. 

The Judiciary Committee 
staffer sees the guideline for en- 
forcement of the Massachusetts 
law as the standard of relevancy. 

Is it relevant to note that 
someone is a homosexual, or has 
been a Communist? If a judge 
thinks it is, a newspaper is safe. 
If he thinks not, the paper may 
have to pay up. 


Those who insist that the First 
Amendment is an absolute 
guarantee against any laws what- 
soever hampering the freedom to 
print any. information - - however 
malicious, however irresponsible 
and however false - - are par- 
ticularly upset over the Right of 
Privacy measure. They see it as 
a gateway for judicial criticism 
of papers on their taste alone - - 
for if judges determine that un- 


reasonable publicity is given to, 


another’s private life, even if the 


publicity is true, reporters and 
editors will find themselves in 
the awkward position of having 
to either determine among 
themselves what’s 
‘“‘reasonable’’ or face the conse- 
quences in court. 

With ‘‘bugging’’ a household 
word and government data banks 
and wiretaps almost routine, 
most observers concede that the 
right of privacy is an increasing- 
ly important right to preserve. 

But how this fits in with press 
freedom in Massachusetts is yet 
to be determined. 


“Tf you take the First Amend- 
ment guidelines against a state 
law such as Right of Privacy,” 
says Sen. Conte, ‘‘usually the 
First Amendment wins.” 

How much of a win, when, 
where? 

This is for the courts to decide. 
“Tt’s completely up to their dis- 
cretion,’’ says the Judiciary 
Committee staffer. ‘“‘Who can 
determine what ‘unreasonable’ 
means?”

Testing 
Detector 


For Fog 


The first radio-controlled fog 
detector of its type in the world 
has been installed by Solid State 
Technology, Inc. on Rt. 93 in An- 
dover. The unit is under evalua- 
tion by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works and 
the Federal Department of 
Transportation for additional use 
both here and throughout the na- 
tion. 

The radio-controlled devise on 
Rt. 93 in Andover virtually 
‘‘watches”’ the road for incoming 
fog, smoke or any other situation 
that impairs visibility. Upon 
detection of such a condition, the 
device sends radio signals to 
signs along the highway, 
automatically turning them on to 
warn motorists entering the area 
that speed should be reduced. 
Simultaneously, a radio message 
is transmitted to a computer at 
the Andover State Police 
Barracks, informing the police of 
the fog location. The computer’s 
printout provides the minute, 
hour, day and month of the poor 
visibility condition noted. As the 
fog subsides, the detector 
automatically turns off the war- 
ning signs, and, again, notifies 
the State Police. 

It is hoped that success of the 
Solid State Technology system 
will help eliminate tragedies like 
the recent smoke and fog- 
shrouded 22 car and truck colli- 
sion in New Jersey that claimed 
12 lives. Massachusetts has many 
highways where fog conditions 
occur often, thus the DPW’s 
desire to reduce the chances of a 
similar occurrence.

Girls’ Sports Getting Attention 


“Any new budget money we get 
goes for girls’ programs, to 
balance them with the boys’ op- 
portunities.” 

Neither Swift nor Principals 
William Hart (West) and 
Richard McGrail (East) want to 
cut back on the boys’ programs 
for this balance, because they 
say they see the good that the 
athtetic programs do. ‘‘There are 
some boys we don’t really reach 
any other way,’ East’s McGrail 
points out, ‘‘but it’s time we had 
those opportunities for the girls 
too.’’ ‘It’s long overdue,’’ says 
Hart; ‘‘They deserve a_ better 
slice of the athletics pie.”’ 

Why have the girls been 
shortchanged in sports? Tradi- 
tion, say all three school of- 
ficials. 

There is no educational 
justification for having so little in 
organized sports for girls, 
McGrail told the TOWNSMAN. 


, ‘Now there is community in- 


terest to bring it into balance and 
it’s a good thing. All three agree 
that community criticism of the 
imbalance between boys’ and 
girls’ sports opportunities is one 
of the ripples of the women’s 
movement. But McGrail pointed 
out that Athletic Program Ad- 
visor Richard Swift was not

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leader in Merrimack Valley in 
improving athletic opportunities 
for girls.” 

The athletic directors in the 
Merrimack Valley are 
recommending that junior high 
schools work toward a coor- 
dinated extra-mural program for 
eighth and ninth grade girls in 
basic team and individual sports. 

Swift is working with the junior 
high principals on a ’74-’75 budget 
request for regular coaches for 
the junior high girls. He says the 
secret to a solid team and in- 
dividual sports program for girls 
is the regular daily coaching the 
boys get, with extra-mural 
games. Presently the most a 
junior high girls’ team gets is 
coaching twice a week, and the 
situation is a lot better now than 
it was a few years ago. Girls 
have coaching twice a week in 
field hockey and soccer, and 
games are scheduled whenever 
possible. The East Junior High 
grade 7th, 8th and 9th soccer 
team last week played a 
creditable and enthusiastic game 
against the Phillips Academy 
girls’ ninth grade team; they lost 
by only 2-0 against the older 
team, which practises for an 
hour and a half four times a 
week. West Junior High then beat 
East, 3-1, to end the season.

schools work toward a coor- 
dinated extra-mural program for 
eighth and ninth grade girls in 
the basic team and individual 
sports - - field hockey, soccer, 
gymnastics, basketball, 
volleyball, softball, track and 
field. Swift likes to call it extra- 
mural, rather than in- 
terscholastic sports at this level, 
since interscholastic implies var- 
sity teams, with less able players 
cut from the team. ‘‘At the junior 
high level, everybody should be 
able to play. There will be no cut- 
ting.” 

Swift is interested in extra- 
mural competition for girls, but 
the first step is expanding the in- 
tramural program and that was 
begun last year. Under a new Ac- 
tivities program, elementary and 
junior high classroom teachers 
are encouraged to write their 
own proposals for leading sports 
and other recreational activities. 
Where the philosophy of the 
proposal seems sound, and there 
is sufficient student interest in 
the activity, it is approved, and 
the teacher paid for the extra 
responsibility. As a result, the 
number of students in intramural 
activities more than doubled last 
year. In all of 1971-72, 640

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Neighborhood Concept 
Bows To Energy Crisis 


By Gary A. Ralph 


Our country’s energy crisis is 
now becoming a reality for all of 
us. The Recreation/Community 
Schools Department is affected 
both as a major user of school 
buildings and as chief scheduling 
agent for all activities taking 
place in school facilities after 
school hours. We have taken 
definite and positive steps to ad- 
just to the realities of this new 
situation. Although the thrust of 
much we have done in this 
department in the past year has 
been to .bring classes and ac- 
tivities out to neighborhood 
school communities, we will put 
this development aside for the 
time being. 

During the past week we have 
worked closely with Edward 
Weil, business manager for the 
Andover School Department, on 
a policy to conserve energy. We 
agreed that our major contribu- 
tion during the energy crisis will 
be a consolidation of services. 
With the cooperation of teachers, 
school administrators, 
custodians and the community, 
we have adopted a policy we feel 
will significantly conserve both 
heat and electricity without cur- 
tailing any services that the 
Recreation/Community Schools 
Department offers. 

The policy for energy conser- 
vation has four basic points. 1) 
The heat will be lowered to 60 
degrees in all schools at 1 p.m. 
each day. 2) All regularly 
scheduled activities will be con- 
solidated in the High School, 
West Jr. High and East Jr. High 
on assigned days. 3) No new ren- 
tals of school facilities will be 
accepted although those present- 
ly scheduled will be honored. 4) 
The gymnasiums will remain 
open. However entrance and exit 
from the gyms will be by gym- 
nasium doors only. 

These four measures have been 
designed to conserve a signifi- 
cant amount of energy while 
providing the least amount of in- 
convenience to school users. 

Those organizations, classes, 
clubs, ete. who are currently us- 
ing school facilities will be 
notified by mail this week of this 
new policy. Also enclosed in the 
mailing will be the new assign- 
ment of facility in the 3 school 
buildings still in use for after 
hours activity. As far as is possi- 
ble the new assignment of facili- 


ty will be on the original day and 
at the same hour. 

We want to assure you that the 
new policy will not in any way 
limit the number or quality of 
Community School classes we 
will be offering in January. In 
fact we are excited by some new 
additions to our program. Our 
only change will be to offer our 
activities through the 3 available 
schools. 

Even with the best of 
procedures, the job of moving all 
activities and groups is time con- 
suming. We ask for your coopera- 
tion. We invite your suggestions. 
We hope these measures will be 
only temporary. However with 
your help we can continue to 
provide all the services on which 
townspeople depend and enjoy.

Ma Bell Has A Line 
You Won't Believe 


(A Townsman Newsfeature) 

It’s visible from almost every 
point in Greater Lawrence and 
from much further away. Rising 
282 feet above ground the new 
microwave tower of New 
England Telephone Company’s 
new 4A distance center tops 
seven floors of electronic 
marvels in the new building on 
Canal St., Lawrence. 

New England Telephone held 
the formal opening of its new 
facility last week-end with an 
open house. Home of the 
Merrimack Valley’s segment of a 
growing complex of long distance 
switching machines which now 
permit direct dial calls to nearly 
134 million telephones in North 
America. To be seen are wonders 
of the electronic age which per- 
mit such baffling procedures as 
sending 4200 voice channels over 
radio microwaves and “‘T’’ 
carrier equipment which ex- 
pands the number of calling 
‘paths’? provided by outside of 
plant cable. The ‘‘T’’ carrier 
equipment multiplies each two 
pairs of wires in a cable into 24 
channels and the two hundred 
““T’? systems on the 6th floor of 
the building make possible 4800 
two-way channels. 

The new 4A building has its 
own auxiliary power system 
which precludes communications 
failure when power shortages oc- 
cur, This system is comprised of 
both extensive battery power 
plus the use of an aircraft jet 
engine to turn generators. 

Test equipment on the third 
floor monitors service and 
automatically uses alternate 
systems so that a shift from a 
failure, of whatever cause, to a 
continuation of service is 
affected in microseconds. 

Much of the equipment and 
machinery in the new plant was 
built in the North Andover 
Merrimack Valley Works of the 
Bell Laboratories and Western 
Electric. The creativity and 
engineering are products of Bell 
laboratories from which stems 
the research and development 
for today’s and tomorrow’s 
telephone service. 

A TOWNSMAN representative 
was recently priviledged to visit 
Bell Laboratories in Holmdel, 
N.J. and AT&T Long Lines in 
New York which is the unit for 
interstate and international com- 
munications in the Bell System. 

There are approximately 125,- 
000,000 telephones in use in the 
US. today and demands for more 


installations are constant. The 


population explosion, the 


American standard of living and - 


changing life-styles are a few of 
the factors that challenge even 
the magic of electronic marvels. 

Changing availabilities call for 
new programming. A shortage of 
oil has its effects on plastics 
which are a dreivitive. 


Plastics, in massive quantities . 


are used for wire insulation. 

Where do the engineers look 
for an answer to this poser? 

One area is fantastic. 

In operation is a hair-thin glass 
fiber which can carry a laser 
beam which in turn can carry 
thousands of conversations 
through its light beam. 

So is born the age of optical 
communications systems. The 
glass fiber needs no insulation, 
can turn corners, operate over 
mountains and underground. Bell 
Labs has already announced that 
it can send more than one billion 
bits of information over a laser 


beam in one second. That is the 
equivalent of sending, letter by 


‘letter, 200 average size books ina 


second. 

Here are engineers and 
planners crystal-balling far into 
the future. Areas of discussion 
range into the year 2000, which 
takes some clairvoyance but is 
being done. 

Other developments seen in- 
clude a working Picturephone 
which will add sight to sound, a 
96-track recorded ‘‘voice - with - 
a - smile’’ which will soon tell 
users how to complete telephone 
calls that reach non-working 
numbers. 


Long Lines has many 
developments in the works but of 
greatest interest was operation 
of the cable ship ‘‘Long Lines” 
which has placed more than 23,- 
000 miles of underseas telephone 
cable across Atlantic, Pacific 
and Carribean waters since she 
was commissioned in 1963. 


Trans-oceanic telephone con- 
versation is becoming more com- 
monplace and it is anticipated 
that demands will continue to 
grow. 

There’s much more to tell but 
our telephone is ringing.

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A Collective Education

A visitor walking into East Jr. 
High School last week might 
have thought he was a million 
miles away. Or a few thousand, 
anyway. 

There were the 7th grade 
pupils of Teaching Team B, walk- 
ing tall and straight as could be 
along the right side of the cor- 
ridors, uniform-clad. 

They saluted the flag at the 
beginning of each class and turn- 
ed in any fellow student who 
broke the rules. Twice a day they 
rose to attention and performed 
calisthenics, led by a big brother 
voice over the intercom. 

And most of all, they studied 
together in small groups because 
that’s the best way to work for 
the good of the state. There’s no 
room for the individual to stand 
out in Russia. 

The three-day experiment in a 
“collective school,’’ such as one 
might find in the Soviet Union, 
was deemed a success by Mrs. 
Patricia Dye, social studies 
teacher and leader of Team B. 

And the youngsters generally 
agree, though many of the 
seventh graders were happy by 
Friday to doff the red scarves of 
the uniforms that had tagged 
them for teasing by eighth and 
ninth graders. 

The collective school was 
planned by a steering committee 
of youngsters who used their 
English and Social Studies 
periods for three weeks to make 
an in-depth study of Soviet educa- 
tion. The final product emphasiz- 
ed collectivism, physical fitness 
and patriotism - - American 
style. 

In addition to the ‘‘rules’”’ 
rabove, the youngsters were to 
stand to address the teacher in 
class, pass all work in on time, 
and listen carefully when anyone 
else was speaking. In the cor- 
ridors they were not to push, run 
or shout, and in the cafeteria, 
they were to stand in line in 
orderly fashion, have money 
ready for the cashiers, and dis- 
play proper table manners. All 
the while, big brother watched. 

Each pupil wore his uniform 
during team classes - - white 
shirt, red scarf made by the 
home economics classes, and 
dark pants or skirt - - and was to 
show patriotism in as many ways 
as he could. 

Since the emphasis was on 
responsibilities of the group, 
grades and demerits were 
awarded on a group basis. At the 
end of the third day, awards were 
given to the groups which made 
the best overall achievement in 
each subject, and the groups 
which showed outstanding school 
citizenship. 

In addition to studying about 
Russia in team classes, the 
youngsters were taken to see the 
movie. ‘‘Fiddler on the Roof,” 
and attended an assembly featur- 
ing Andover High pupils who had 
been to Russia. 

Participating Team B teachers 
included Mrs. Dye; Mrs. Alice 
Goss, science; Steven Bergman, 
English; and Mrs. Marie 
Ferraguto, math. All in all, they 
reported that their classes were 
more quiet and productive than 
usual, and they noticed strong 
peer pressure to avoid demerits, 
and a great deal of helping each 
other to achieve. 

The team teachers generally 
considered it a good learning ex- 
perience, and it apparently 
appeared so from the outside, 
because the other teaching team

While that was going on the An- 
dover offense was turning in 
three quarters of near-perfect 
football en route to a shattering 
35-0 romp, which turned this bat- 
tle for MVC supremacy into a 
completely one-sided show. 

Third MVC Championship 

In the process Andover nailed 
down the 1973 Merrimack Valley 
Conference championship, its 
third under Head Coach Dick 
Collins and the second in the past 
three years.

Bowl Picture 

Unfortunately for Andover, all 
the other unbeaten teams in Divi- 
sion II also won big last weekend. 
Catholic Memorial, Dartmouth 
and East Boston all lifted their 
ledgers to 8-0-0. Swampscott, 
carrying a 7-0-1 record, was idle. 

Even with another win on 
Thanksgiving, everything else 
would have to break right for the 
Golden Warriors to enable them 
a shot at the second annual 
schoolboy Bowl game on 
December 1 in Boston. 

Offense Explodes 

The well-rounded AHS offense 
scored in every quarter, with five 
different players each notching 
one touchdown. 

Team scoring leader Glenn 
Verrette chalked up his 36th point 
and sixth TD reception on a 13- 
yard strike from quarterback 
Mark Sweetser. 

George Stedman (30 points) 
hauled in a nine-yard pass from 
Sweetser, the eighth TD toss 
Mark has thrown this season.

Fumble Helps 

The first of two Billerica 
fumbles early in the second 
period set up the next Golden 
Warriors’ touchdown.

was Alexander’s third-down op- 
tion pass to Noel.

Sweetser drilled a 16-yard com- 
pletion to Alexander at the nine, 
and then found secondary 
receiver Stedman alone in the 
right flat for the touchdown. 

Reilly’s conversion boosted the 
cushion to 21-0 with 47 seconds 
left in the half. 

Although 47 seconds isn’t 
much, it was enough time for 
both teams to threaten again.

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Editorial Comment 


Effort 


As local officials throughout the area grapple with the 
annual problem of making budget presentations as 
palatable as possible, other agencies continue to present 
problems, difficult to overcome. 

In particular, the problem stems from the county and 
to Andoverites, that agency of ineptness will cost local 
taxpayers an additional $2 on their tax rate as they con- 
template 1974 costs. 

This was the word the selectmen received Monday 
night as they and the town manager contemplated annual 
budget preparations with a pledge of austerity. 

Faced with built-in costs of the past year for which An- 
dover taxpayers are directly responsible through prior 
town meeting actions, and facing the setting of priorities 
on the upcoming year’s needs, the selectmen must in- 
clude the approximately $2 increase assessed by the 
county on the town through new apportionment methods. 

We have commented with some consistancy in the past 
on the futility of the county form of government. The 
movement to rid the state of this archaic form of ad- 
ministration has grown in recent years, but not in suf- 
ficient numbers to move toward abolition. 

Sometimes it takes such as a good whack in the pocket- 
book to arouse the populace to action. 

We hope that in view of the now increased tax burden, 


Andover will be leading the way to either a change in . 


county operations, or abolition of the form of government 
completely. 

There has been talk recently of what action the 
selectmen take on such matters. Are there protests 
heard? 

The selectmen, as the town’s top elective board have 
made their feelings known to the county and to the state 
on the matter of county operations. 

But, their official protests are registered only as a 
board, or even as single individuals. 

The most effective method of change must come from 
the electorate itself, who have the strongest say when 
they visit the ballot box on election day. 

The time is long overdue for removal of the county 
form of government and its archaic administration 
which in recent years has fostered little more than 
political security for numerous families on the public 
payroll. 

Only an aroused public can provide the change needed 
to produce economies which are imperative in these 
times. 

Hopefully 1974’s budget problems for Andover can 
provide the incentive to make proper changes when 
another election comes around not too many months 
hence. 


No Fueling 


As the nation faces an energy crisis, there have been 
significant moves by Andover people which we feel com- 
mendable. 

Response to requests to curtail power and conserve 
energy in the community was rapid on the part of the An- 
dover Chamber of Commerce, and the school and town 
departments. 

The Chamber, which has annually conducted a Christ- 
mas lighting program in downtown Andover, meeting in 
special session last week, decided to cancel the il- 
luminating of the small trees along Main street and the 
trees in the municipal parking lot. 

Instead, the Chamber will carry its Christmas theme 
through the use of wreaths decorating store windows in 
an old-fashioned New England theme. 

While the wreaths were planned for this year, so too 
was the lighting program. But, in view of the need for 
energy conservation, the holiday season will be 
moderated. 

At the town/school level, the decisions and compliance 
with same involved more complex decisions in order to 
comply with needs and yet, maintain programs. 

The Community school program involving hundreds of 
Andover residents could well. have been threatened by 
*-- maod tn conserve fuel and lights. 


But Business Manager Edward Weil of the school . 


department and Gary A. Ralph, Recreation / Community 
Schools Director, worked out a plan whereby the 
program would not be impaired. 

The result: The program will continue, the hundreds of 


youngsters in basketball leagues will be able to pursue © 


their winter activities, schools will continue in session 
with a little awareness of the possibility of cooler 


classrooms. 


Consolidation of the community school program will 
eliminate temporarily, the neighborhood concept, but 
will not in effect, harm the program. 

Through the co-operative efforts of the townspeople 
and the officials in charge, there has been the usual fine 
display of Andover compliance with an emergency situa- 
tion - - a rare quality we find most commendable.

TOWNSMAN: 

The time has come in this coun- 
try to make an intelligent 
response to the energy crisis. I 
would like to see all of us in An- 
dover do the best we can to cope 
with this situation so that we can 
set an example for other towns in 
the area with regard to taking 
positive action to decrease our 
energy consumption. 

On an individual level, there 
are many steps that can be taken. 
We can determine to keep the 
heat level of our homes to the 
lowest comfortable minimum, 
which can be done by insulating 
our homes through careful and 
extensive weatherstripping and 
other protection of all windows, 
doors, etc. as well as ‘‘insulating 
ourselves’’ through wearing 
heavy sweaters, thermal un- 
derwear, socks, etc. Some people 
may be worried about catching 
more colds, but it is a fact that, 
by ceasing to breathe the dry air 
of overheated homes and by 
eating an adequate combination 
of balanced foods, including 
Vitamin C, most people can avoid 
colds. With regard to car travel, 
we can have our cars correctly 
tuned, drive below 50 miles per 
hour, combine errands into fewer 
trips, use car pools and public 
transportation, substitute better 


communication for transporta- 
tion, etc., and, when it comes 
time to buy a new car, purchase a 
smaller model with better gas 
mileage. With regard to cutting 
down on the use jof electricity, 
we can make it a general prac- 
tice to cease using any electrical 
power that is not really essential 
to our lives. We can turn on lights 
only when we really cannot see 
what we are doing and then turn 
them off as soon as we leave the 
room. We can cease using un- 
necessary electrical appliances 
and make a firm decision not to 
give electrical gadgets to our 
friends and families for holiday 
presents. We can decide to “‘use, 
repair and reuse’’ our present 
belongings of all kinds, knowing 
that each new manufactured 
good has employed electrical 
energy in its making, and this is 
what we want to cut down on. 

On a community level, I would 
like to see the Town of Andover 
investigate various means of 
reducing energy consumption in 
all Town operations and on all 
Town-owned property. If the 
Town ‘‘officials’’ are made 
aware of the fact that they have 
citizen support for such action, I 
am sure that they will be able to 
come up with effective methods 
for achieving that goal. I would 
like to suggest that, in the 
schools, the heat could be turned 
down to 67 degrees or 68 degrees 
and that use of light and other 
forms of electrical energy could 
be reduced where consistent with 
health, safety and educational 
needs. I would also like to 
suggest that the Town cut down 
on energy consumption in Town 
lighting, such as by eliminating 
unnecessary bulbs, lowering wat- 
tages, etc., and I would like to 
make the suggestion that we 
might eliminate the electrical 
component of Town holiday dis- 
plays and concentrate instead on 
really nice non-electrical dis- 
plays. I also wonder if Town of- 
ficials could give some thought to 
developing for the Town of An- 
dover, possibly on a regional 
basis, an effective, easily 
accessible and convenient public 
transportation system which 
would help to free us from our 
dependence on private 
automobiles and which would 
reduce total fuel consumption? I 
am sure that such action by local 
government officials would be 
remembered postively by the 
voters at election time when they 
are called upon to assess the 
records of those who are serving 
in public office at this critical 
time. 

On an industrial - commercial 
level, I wonder if our local in- 
dustries and businesses could be 
encouraged through local 
organizations, such as the 
Chamber of Commerce, to devise 
methods of reducing energy con- 
sumption, where feasible, in 
order not only to save fuel but to 
demonstrate to their employees 
and to the public at large their 
concern for community welfare. 
I am sure that, our industries and 
businesses can rise to the 
challenge and implement needed 
efficiencies in energy consuption. 

I would like to see the Town of 
Andover, through its local 
citizens, government officials 
and industry and business 
leaders, respond intelligently to 
the energy crisis so that we can 
know that Andover is doing its 
best to act effectively in this mo- 
ment of national need.

He offers 
simple guidlines that are helpful 
both to the beginner and ex- 
perienced gourmet cook. 

In selecting fowl, Karvounis 
points out that the fresh turkey is 
far superior to the frozen. 

“The fresh turkey is almost 
without exception juicier and 
more tender,’’ Karvounis noted.

The Greek-born chef also 
pointed out that cooking a turkey 
in a slow oven, about 325 to 350 
degrees, also increases its 
tenderness.

Stare a housefly in the eye. 
Compare your teeth to those of a 
snail. Gape at a flea’s leg. 

A temporary exhibit in 
Washburn Gallery at Boston’s 
Museum of Science zooms in on 
the minute body parts of these 
and other animals, including 
mites, chiggers, beetles, and 
fish. A collection of startling 
photographs taken with the ex- 
tremely powerful scanning elec- 
tron microscope gives visitors a 
look into a world never before 
seen by humans. The exceptional 
power of this instrument focuses 
on the hair of a mite, a flea’s 
claw, the amazing foot of a fly 
that allows him to cling to the 
ceiling, and numerous other tiny 
subjects. 


Prepared by the Field Museum 
of Natural History and circulated 
by the Smithsonian Institution, 
the exhibit, ‘‘Below Man’s 
Vision: Electronic Windows into 
Unseen Worlds,’’ also includes 
several everyday objects seen 
from a completely new vantage 
point. Grains of sugar and salt, 
nylon, linen, and paper seem un- 
familiar in an examination that 
reveals their true texture and 
makeup.

Cronin Is 


Sponsor Of 
Credit Bill 


In an effort to equalize credit 
opportunities for all Americans, 
Congressman Paul Cronin has 
joined in sponsoring the Equal 
Credit Opportunity Act of 1973. 


‘‘The need for such 
legislation,’ Cronin stated, ‘“‘is 
well established. American 
credit institutions have been 
highly discriminatory by deny- 
ing, for example, credit exten- 
tions to women. Ample evidence 
exists demonstrating that single 
women have more difficulty ob- 
taining credit than do single men, 
regardless of income. Married 
women are also affected because 
creditors often refuse credit in 
the wife’s name.” 


‘Women represent forty per 
cent of the labor force and head 
ten per cent of the American 
households,’’ Cronin continued. 
“Credit denial, therefore, is 
hardly reflective of the 
American woman’s role in our 
contemporary society.” 


“It is important to note,’’' 


Cronin added, ‘‘that the bill does 
not force bad credit risks onto 
businesses. Women who have 
financial resources and can pay 
their bills simply will not have to 
fight against the prejudices of an 
out-moded era.”’ 

The bill would establish the 
ability - to - pay as the only rele- 
vant criterion for granting 
credit. 


Harrington 
Praised Aid 
For Rails 


U.S. Rep. Michael J. 
Harrington (D-Mass.) praised 
House passage today of legisla- 
tion to reorganize the bankrupt 
New England railroad system. 

‘‘Continued rail service,’ 
Harrington said in a speech to the 
House, ‘‘is essential to the 
economic prosperity of New 
England. Over 51,000 jobs in the 
six-state area depend directly on 
rail service. If that service is dis- 
continued, plants will close and 
jobs will disappear.”

“This is no final solution to our 
economic problems,’’ Harrington 
said, ‘‘but it insures that major 
industrial plants can continue to 
operate in New England without 
the threat that their transporta- 
tion will disappear. No area can 
have a healthy economy without 
a strong transportation system. 
This legislation will put New 
England on an equal footing with 
the rest of the country, at least 
with regard to rail transpor- 
tation.” 

The legislation now goes to the 
Senate for consideration, ‘and is 
expected to be signed by the 
President this year.

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New Bike 
Law To Be 
In Effect 


A new statewide bicycle law 
will soon go into effect in 
Massachusetts. Based on a bill 
sponsored by Senator William L. 
Saltonstall (R-Manchester), the 
bicycle safety law was recently 
passed by the state legislature 
and signed by Governor Sargent. 
The new law gives bicyclists the 
clear right to use the streets and 
roads and requires them to 
follow the rules of the road for 
vehicles. The law will take effect 
in mid-December and will apply 
to all streets and roads in the 
Commonwealth. 

“In view of the overwhelming 
popularity of bikes and the in- 
creasing accident rate that goes 
along with it, we needed to up- 
date and clarify our state bicycle 
law,’’ Senator Saltonstall stated. 
“In 1972 there were 2,585 injuries 
and 22 fatalities due to bicycle- 
motor vehicle accidents, a 50 per 
cent increase over 1969. Nearly 
two-thirds of these accidents in- 
volved children between the ages 
of 5 and 15. To prevent accidents 
children - - and adults - - must 
know and use the bicycle rules of 
the road. For this reason I urge 
parent and teachers to institute 
bicycle safety programs in their 
local communities and schools.” 

“The new law was designed 
with bicyclists, motorists and 


bicyclists are now required to 
follow the rules of the road and 
motorists are required to pass 
bicycles at a safe distance and at 
a reasonable speed. Neither 
bicyclists nor motorists must 
abuse their mutual rights to the 


_road,’’ the North Shore legislator

*° Pesticide 


Standards 
Criticized 


Pesticide safety standards 
proposed by the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) came 
under fire from New England 
fruit growers at a recent hearing 
as ‘‘lacking good judgment and 
common sense,’’ Massachusetts 
Agriculture Commissioner 
Nathan Chandler reported this 
week. 

Chandler, and Suburban Ex- 
periment Station Director John 
Naegele, representing UMass, 
headed a delegation of 17 
witnesses in harsh criticism of 
the proposed pesticide standards. 

The hearing (at the Statler- 
Hilton, Oct. 19) was one of 
several held by EPA throughout 
the US. Chandler noted that no 
voice was raised in support of the 
proposals at the hearing in 
Albany, N.Y., or in Boston. 

The proposed standards appear 
to be based upon ‘‘emergency’ 
regulations earlier promulgated 
by the Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSHA) 
in response to environmental 
group and farm union pressure, 
which created a storm of opposi- 
tion from growers throughout the 
country, and are now under at- 
tack in federal court in New 
Or leans. 

“There are many of us in 
agriculture,’ stated Chandler, a 
long-time major apple grower in 
central Massachusetts, ‘‘both 
private individuals, state of- 
ficials and, I suspect, federal of- 
ficials, who are sick and tired of 
bright young men in agencies 
attempting to write rules and 
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regulations for industries they do 
not understand. 

“These people know all the 
answers without knowing what 
the questions are. The answers, 
as in the case of the OSHA 
Emergency Standards for re- 
entry, were political. The 
questions were and are scien- 
tific. The two don’t mix. 

“It is dishonest, to say the 
least, to try to push off political 
solutions in any proceeding of 
this nature.” 

Chandler also blasted EPA for 
scheduling hearings on the 
proposed rules that coincided 
with the harvest period. 

‘Was it a very basic ignorance 
of agricultural practices? Was it 
pressure to hurry? Or was it a 
deliberate attempt to hold the 
hearings at the most in- 
convenient time for producers so 
they would be encouraged to stay 
away ? 

‘Whatever the reason it clear- 
ly demonstrates the lack of good 
judgment and common sense 
which appears to be becoming 
more prevalent in Washington 
these days.” 

Chandler is a member of the 
USDA Advisory Committee on 
Safety in Agriculture. 

In a survey by the MDA in 
cooperation with the Extension 
Service and UMass this year, it 
was found that there were no 
reportable accidents or deaths in 
the state from the use of 
pesticides during 1972. 

Further, in checking Poison 
Control Centers throughout the 
state, no cases were found which 
could be attributed to the mixing 
or application of pesticides nor to 
the re-entry of areas where they 
had been applied. 

The National Association of 
State Departments of 
Agriculture (NASDA) has work- 
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ed in harmony with the Food and 
Drug Administration for a long 
time, Chandler noted, but it has 
been trying without success for 
several years to establish a joint 
NASDA-EPA task force. 


NASDA, in a resolution 
adopted recently by all 50 states, 
refers to ‘‘a frightening trend in 
response to emotional pleas from 
various organizations, and cer- 
tain of these proposals have been 
proven to be based on non- 
scientific and sometimes even 
false assumptions and con- 
clusions.”’ 


The resolution strongly con- 
demns this practice and urges 
the respective federal agencies 
to use the resources available to 
them from state departments of 
agricutlure. 

In a more positive vein, 
Chandler recommended that a 
prerequisite to licensing under 
the Federal Environmental 
Pesticide Control Act, some 
thought be given to requiring a 
thorough knowledge of 


pesticides, their mixing and 
application, their hazards to 
employees, fish, wildlife and 


bees, as well as to employers. 


“IT am convinced that safety 
will be better served through 
education than it ever will be 
through specific standards. 
.that fail to consider the infinite 
variability of conditions surroun- 
ding their use,’’ Chandler stated. 


“Considering the excellent 
safety record of agriculture in 
Massachusetts and all the 
Northeast it is clear that the 
proposed standards are un- 
warranted. . .and that no restric- 
tions beyond those required in 
labeling are necessary.” 


There has been no comment to 
date from EPA. 
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History Repeats I tself 


History has a way of repeating 
itself - - especially natural 
history. 

For instance, on Oct. 28, 1904, 
Edward H. Forbush stood on a 
Concord hilltop and watched a 
“great flight’? of grackles pass 
overhead. 

“An army of birds could be 
seen extending across the sky 
from one horizon to the other,” 
Forbush reported. ‘It was im- 
possible to estimate the number 
of birds in this flight. My com- 
panions believed there were 
millions.” 

In early November this year, 
Bennett R. Keenan of Lynnfield 
has been witnessing a somewhat 
similar congregation of 
blackbirds, at least half of which 
are grackles, which roosts each 
night in the Lynnfield marshes. 
Just as Forbush, Keenan prefers 
to dodge an estimate of how 
many birds are involved. But 
since he recognizes that the 
blackbirds run into the high 
thousands, it’s the sort of 
aggregation that ‘‘companions”’ 
would place in the millions. 

The principal difference in- 
volved in the Forbush and 
Keenan observations is the ac- 
tion of the birds. Forbush was 
watching a blackbird flock that 
obviously was migrating south 
for the winter. Keenan has been 
watching the assembly of a ma- 
jor mixed flock of blackbirds that 
is preparing to migrate. 

Instead of seeing a band of 
birds stretched from horizon to 
horizon, Keenan stands on the 
railroad tracks across the marsh 
and watches grackles, red- 
winged blackbirds, cowbirds and 
rusty blackbirds pouring into the 
Lynnfield marshes in long but 
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broken strings from every direc- 
tion, The parade begins near sun- 
down and as the light fades, a 
square mile of marsh is literally 
covered with blackbirds roosting 
in the low vegetation. 

As he drives home each after- 
noon from Boston, Keenan can 
see flocks of blackbirds 10 or 12 
miles from the marsh flying in a 
direction that will result in their 
roosting in the marsh. 

The Lynnfield marsh super- 
flock obviously is made up of 
birds from many sections of New 
England and possibly Canada. 
The rusty blackbirds certainly 
are largely a Canadian con- 
tingent since the only place in 
New England where they nest is 
along the northern fringes of the 
region. Each year blackbirds 
gather into flocks in late autumn 
and a sight similar to that 
witnessed by Keenan may be 
seen in a few swamps in any New 
England state. 

Since blackbirds are a noisy 
lot, it is fortunate that there are 
marshes such as the Lynnfield 
marsh in which they can con- 
gregate, well away from human 
neighbors. Some 250 acres of the 
Lynnfield marsh have a future as 
a blackbird assembly area, since 
200 acres are held by the Lynn- 
field Conservation Commission 
and 50 acres by the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society. 
But there are at least 400 other 
acres in the same marsh that are 
outside of public ownership and 
thus lack a guaranteed future.

Cancelled 


The Christmas Lighting Com- 
mittee and Retail Task Force of 
the Andover Chamber of 
Commerce have decided to 
cancel this year’s Christmas 
Lighting Program in downtown 
Andover. 

Retail Task Force Chairman 
H. Charles Heseltine and Christ- 
mas Lighting Committee Chair- 
man Kenneth P. Thompson 
issued a joint statement Thurs- 
day afternoon which stated: ‘‘In 
view of the deepening energy 
crisis which threatens our com- 
munity and nation, and the re- 
quests by government officials to 
curtail non-essential usage of 
electricity and other sources of 
energy, the decision has been 
made to forego the traditional 
decorative lighting of downtown 
Andover for the 1973 Christmas 
season. After extensive delibera- 
tion and consultation with An- 
dover merchants and with 
governmental and utility of- 
ficials, it is the opinion of the two 
committees (retail task force 
and Christmas lighting) that the 
residents of Andover would be 
best served this holiday season if 
the energy normally expended in 
this lighting program be conserv- 
ed for more essential purposes. 

Although decorative lighting 
has been a Christmas tradition in 
downtown Andover for many 
years, the Christmas this year 
will be somewhat incomplete 
without it, it is the collective 
feeling of the merchants polled 
that it is a necessary sacrifice, in 
view of the current energy shor- 
tage. The lighting program was 
scheduled to begin on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day and continue until after 
New Year’s Day, 1974. 

Thompson stated that other 
decorations which do not require 
any electricity such as the out- 
side Christmas wreaths will be 
utilized as planned. ‘‘We feel that 
due to the lighting curtailment 
that other decorations are even 
more important to instill the 
spirit of Christmas in our com- 
munity.”’

Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, 
superintendent of schools, will 
begin to report to the School 
Committee Tuesday night on the 
school programs that may have 
to be cut back if next year’s 
budget increase is kept to a 
minimum.
